Works not accepted must be removed on Friday, July 14, between 10 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Non-members, living within fifteen (15) miles radius of the Gallery, may submit not 
more than (2) pictures for the approval of the Jury of Selection, provided they pay a 
five dollar ($5) entry fee. This fee is for registration and handling of pictures and is not 
returnable. 


Associate Members are not required to pay the five dollars ($5) Entry Fee. 

Non Members may not submit water colors for Jury Selection for summer show. 


Charges 


All charges on exhibits sent by express, such as transportation, cartage, unpacking and 
packing, must be paid by the sender. Early shipments are urged. 


Sizes of Paintings No exhibitor may send more than THREE LARGE PAINTINGS, the largest not to ex- 
and maximum num- ce ed 40 inches in the greatest dimension. The total dimensions of these three paintings 
her accepted on jj ne no £ }- 0 exceed 100 inches. 

Frames should not exceed 4 inches in width. All screw-eyes should be removed.

SMALL oils (in former seasons called “sketches”) are limited to six(6) from any one 
exhibitor. These small pictures must not exceed 18 inches in greatest dimension exclud- 
ing frame. 

Sculpture excessive in either size or weight may be rejected. Final decision on this 
point rests solely with the Exhibition Committee. 

Each work submitted must have an entry blank securely attached to the back, properly 
and fully filled in, and bearing the signature of the artist. Extra blanks may be had 
at the gallery. 

All works submitted by members and not for sale, except portraits & sculpture, must be 
passed upon by the Artist’s Committee. 

The entire Artist membership of the Association acts as a jury in passing upon the ad- 
mission of works by non-members. Jury will convene at 1:30 P. M., Monday, July 10. 

Care will be taken by the committee in handling work submitted for the exhibition; but 
the Lyme Art Association will not be responsible for loss or damage, no matter how 
caused. In sending work to the exhibition, the sender accepts these conditons. 

A commission of 10% will be charged on sales of members’ works, and one of 20% on 
sales of non-members’ works. 

Any person directly receiving a commission through work exhibited at the gallery will 
be expected to pay the regular commission on the amount of the order, or sale. 

Non-member artists working in the vicinity of Lyme at time of exhibition will be eligible 
to exhibit. All exhibits must remain as placed by the exhibition committee until the 
close of the exhibition.
